If it were possible and agreeable to 
take the great mass of thinking peo- 
ple to witness an average postmortem 
the sights they would see and the 
things they would learn would prove 
of such lasting benefit and impress 
them so profoundly that further argu- 
ment in. favor of internal bathing 
would be unnecessary to convince 
them.

THE sole head of a family, or any 

male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter-section of available Dom- 
inion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-Agency for the district.

rom Manitoba to the. coast. 

“I am a tenderfoot when it comes 
to conditions m the west,’ said Mr. 
Creelman. “I am not well enough ac- 
quainted with conditions here to 
speak about them. 1 could make no 
estimate or prophecy concerning your 
crop prospects for this season. In 
Ontario we do not estimate the crops. 
They always run just about the same, 
We never have failures. There are 
no drouths and the land is always 
properly cultivated. We have no im- 
mense farms as you havo i. the west. 
Most of our farms consist of 100-acre 
plots and the farmers can easily cul- 
tivate the entire plot and keep it in 
the best condition. Then they rotate 
their crops, usually using tne four- 
year rotation, and this keeps the soil 
up to standard. With crop rotation 
the soil does not wear out. 

“There is little sheep raising in 
Ontario at the pre ent time, put we 
are going back to it. This animal 
has the golden boof. They kill weeds; 
they have two crops. one cf wool and

Horse Breeding |Cattle Shrinkage — 


Trade in Horses Has Received tm- 

~Petus Owing to Demand For 

Military Purposes ~ 

The horse breeding industry in Sas- 
katchewan is in a flourishing condi- 
tion, according to the report present- 
ed at the Horse Breeders’ convention 
held in Regina recently. Important 
extracts from the report follow: 

During the past year the horse 
breeding industr. has received a 4e- 
cided impetus, largely due to the de- 
mand for animals for military . pur 
the first half of 1914 
the horse market was steady but dull, 
and prices ranged slightly lower for 
all classes than during 1913. 

Toward the latter end of the year 
the brisk demand for all classes. of 
horses suitable for military purposes 
caused a decided brightening on all 
markets, the etfect of which siill ex- 
ists. The present result is that there 
is a keen demand for sound animals 
of suitable type from five to nine or 
ten years old, from fifteen to sixteen 
hands high, and weigiing from 960 
to 1,300 pounds.

Live Stock Becoming Scarce 


What the “War Book” Says on Beef 
Cattle 

Regarding the condition of the 
beet cattle industry in Canada at 
the present time, Mr. H. S, Arkell 
says in the “War Book,” issued by the 
federal department of agriculture: 

“A study of the census of the 
human population reveals the fact 
that our cattle supplies, taking cattle 
88 representative of our meat-pro- 
ducing animals, have not increased 
as rapidly as our demand for beef. 
In ten years the population of Can- 
ada increased 34.1 per cent., while 
the cattle population increased only 
17.1 per cent. Moreover, the urban 
population, which may be locked up- 
On as essentially the consuming ele- 
ment, increased in ten years by 62.2 
ber cent., while the rural population 
or the producing element, increased 
by only 17.2 per cent. It is a signifi- 
cant fact that the ratio between our 
rural population and our cattle popu- 
lation remained constant, an increase 
in each case of approximately 17 per 
cent, In 1901, ard again in 1911, 
the number of cattle per capita rural 
population was 1.66. The number of 
cattle per total population, however, 
was in 1911 .90, as compared with 
1.03 in 1901. To make the ratio per 
total population for 1911 equivalent 
to that of 1901 would require 907,547 
additional cattle, or more than five

Of these 
some 15,000 have been shipped out 
to date by the Imperial, Dominion and 
provincia: governments, and nother 
10,000 are being bought for the sec- 
ond Canadian contingent by the Do- 
minion government alone, Saskatche- 
wan has been credited with taving 
5,000 to 7,000 horses immediately 
available for military purposes; of 
these some 2,000 have already been 
shipped out, of which 1,300 were don- 
ated by the provircial- government, 
and buyers for a portion of the 10,000 
vefore mentionec are now yperating 
in the province. 

But the present demand for mili- 
tary horses in Canada is not the only 
reason why the-horse breeding in- 
dustry should look .orward to a period 
of prosperity.

Hungary—yes, and to a certain extent 
in Russia and Great Britain also, it 
is not-only horses from 950 to 1,300 
pounds that have Leen taken but from 
950 to 2,000, Horses for transport 
work of ail kinds; the best draught 
horses that can be obtained and

“The department of agriculture as 
sent out repeated warnings without 
avail. Farmers. have seni young 
calves to market and slaughter houses 
have killed year‘ing bullocks and heif- 
ers until few good breeders are to be 
found. Ranges nc longer exist in 
Texcs and other-cattle raising states. 

“Unless scientific breeding for in- 
‘cease is general and the slaughter of 
calves cease before five years has 
expired, America will find herself in 
the class of. European countries that 
have to look to importation to supply 
neat. Leather is low now, but is be 

oming so scarce that there will not 
be enough hides for the manufacture 
of shoes within a year or two.” 

Discussing the question still furth- 
\r, a Canadian writer says that with a 
normal domestic demand for leather 
for shoes, harness, belting and other 
leather products now w ould be 
confronted by tne most sensational’ 
condition eve> known in the trad 
‘he most conservative estimates sho 
that stocks of leather and  leath.: 
nerchandise are below normal. There 
las been extreme conservatism and 
liquidation, and f is not alonc leath- 

, but all kinds of leath«r merchand- 
ise that are in small supply. This 
would g001. prove inadequate under 
invthing ‘like an active demand. 

With the United States the only 
‘gather market available for the en- 
tire world, the ex~crtation of all kinds 
of leather anc leather goods has been 
enormous, and easily absorbed our 
ymall. surplus and reduced iue avail- 
able stocn to a mirimum. The situa- 
tion ig so serious that some of the 
largest New England users of leather 
have, through the daily and trade pap- 
ers, advocated that an embargo’ be 

aved on thc exports of al! kinds of 
leather from the United St tes for the 
purpose of conscrving tne raw mater- 
fal for Jomestic consumption. It is 
well understood and the large export 
movement in leatler resu:ted from 
the extraordinary demand, and the 
high prices quoted by leading tanners

orevailing abroad. The future largely 
depends upon the xrtinuance of the 
war, but the authorities tre agrecd 
that the chane*s of a sudcen termina- 
tion are not favorable.

Canada’s Large Exports 


Record Shipments of Canadian Wheat 
to Great Britain 
Shipments of Canadian wheat to 
the Britis. Isles during the ca::ndar 
year of 1914 constituted a record ac- 
cording to a report received by the 
trade and commerce department, The 
total arrivals of Canadian wheat dur 
ing that period were 31,457,000 cwt., 
as compared with 21,787,900 owc. the 
year previous. From only one coun- 
try did the imports of wheat exceed 
those from Canada, and that was the 
United States, which was cidited 
with 84,220,166 cwt. There have, 
however, been decreases in the ship- 
ments of oats, barley and flour froin 
Canada. Canadian frozen fish have 
now established a market in Great 
Britain, and a good trade has been 
done recently in Canedian turk4vu. 
A marked increase in t-e importa- 
tion of Canadian flour is also shown 
in @ report received from Trade Com- 
missioner Flood, of Barbadoes, as to 
the West Indian trade with this coun- 
try. During the first nine months of 
1914 thorc was an increa.: of over 
160,000 barrels of a value of over 
$720,000, and it is expected the in- 
crease for the whole year will 
amount to 200,000 barre.s.

In Canada, from the time of the 
early settlers, corn has played avery 
important part in agricultural circles. 
Indians, the first settlers, found great 
uses for corn and as a food, it ranged 
next to the meat of the wild animals 
which they hunted in the virgin for- 
ests. The methods were of the most 
primitive sort and early writers state 
that they girdled the trees, to cut 
off the Supply of sap and when the 
foliage ha Tied and fallen- and let 


sthe sun come through, they scraped 


holes in the ground, dropyed in the 
seed and thus secured a corn crop. 
With the early white settlers, wheat 
and rye Was more, of a fayorite, but 
until they couki clear 'the ground for 
the proper production, the. Indian 
methods was used. 

Modern methods of cultivation 
show a long step in advance of the 
Indians. By the aid-of science, great 
progress has been made in extending 
and improving the corn crop of Can- 
ada, as these figures will prove In 
1881, thirty-three years ago, the corn 
crop of the Domiiion was 9,025,142 
bushels, while in 1913 it had increased 
to 16,772,600 bushels, an increase. of 
well over forty per cent. In 1893, the 
yield of fodder corn was 1,049,524 
tons. Once more, a greatly increased 
production is shown, for the 1913 re- 
turns show a yield of 2,616,300 tons, 
while the quality of the product has 
improved to a very great extent. 

Until a very few years ago, practi- 
cally all the available seed corn, was 
brought in from the. United States, 
but this did not prove at all satisfac- 
tory.. Some of. it was of certain 
named varieties fairly well suited to 
Canadian conditions, but the greater 
part of it was ordinary commercial 
grain, imported in car lots and often 
representing large late varieties 
grown in the Central Southern States. 
This was entirely unsuitable for Can- 
ada, on account of the variety and 
origin and often the vitality was im- 
paired by heating in transportation. 

During the past few years, however, 
much progress has been made in this 
connection, and the government took 
the matter up some time ago. The 
result has ‘been a great many prob- 
lems relating to corn have been 
solved. The necessity of a better seed 
supply, soon directed attention to 
Western Ontario as a pcssible source 
of acclimatized seed. It was discover- 
ed that most of the corn grown in 
that district was rendered unfit for 
seed by lack of proper storage facili- 
ties and insuffizient drying, Except 
small quantities given special care by 
the wer for his own seed, practical- 
ly all the corn was stored in the or- 
dinary cribs. Unless it was well ma- 
tured before it was put into the crib: 

New methods of storing have been 
devised andthe government have is- 
sued suggestions in this and in con- 
nection with the proper drying meth- 
ods. From praciical growers and 
agricultural colleges; much valuablo 
information was secured. All this is 
working toward the furtherin; of 
corn conditiong throughout the coun- 
try. Numevous total or partial crop 
failures have come about’ by using 
seed that would not grow and as a 
result, many farm’rs have adopted 
the practice of sowing more seed than 
would be required it it were all vital. 

To obviate thig t> a great extent, 
the inspection of seed offered for gale 
by all dealers throughout the coun- 
try was instigated and these and other 
tests will be resumed and extended 
next year. There; are prospects of 


“Canada becoming great in ‘the pro- 


duction of corn and these methods 
\.lll be continued and perfecteq until 
the corn output of the country is prac- 
tically at capacity. In this manner 
alone can the Dominion ever hope to 
increase her pro-uction to any very

Demand for Beef 


Prospects Are Bright For the Cattle 
Raising Industry in Western 
Canada 


Muth interesting information was 
contained in the report of the secre- 
tary of the Saskatchewan Cattle 
Breeders’ association, at the annual 
meeting held at Regina recently. The 
repo-t in part was as follows: 

If anything, the situation with re- 
gard to the cattle breeding industry 
hag become more serious, and the 
shortage of beef cattle more marked, 
This is not only true of the Dominion 
of Canada, but also of the United 
States, Great Britain and France. In 
fact, the ghortage is world wide, The 
figures {@ proof of this are as follows: 

One year's decrease in cattle in: 
Canada, 9.3 per cent.; United States, 
3.3 per cent.; Britain, 2.1 per cent.; 
France, 9 per cent. 

Th * the shortage is acutely felt at 
the leading markets is shown by the 
following figures taken for the month 
of September, 1913 and 1914, at the 
six leading cattle markets in the 
United States, ‘namely: Chicago, 
Kansas City, Ohama, St. Louis, St. 
Joseph and Sioux City. The total 
number received during - September, 
1913, was 954,181, ind durirg Septem- 
ber, 1914, was 814,985, or a decrease of 
139,196. 

It might not be fair to take that as 
an average decreas+ but cutting these 
figures exactly in half we have a total 
decrease in cattle shipments for the 
year, :t the above named markets, 
835,176 head, or roughly speaking, 
800,000 pounds of beef. This decrease 
for the entire United States for 1913 
has Deen estimated at mine beef cat- 
tle pey 100 people. Owing to the aboli- 
tion of the United States tariff, a 
large number of Canadian cattl: went 
south. The St. Paul market alone re- 
ocived 38,623 head. . 

The question may be asked, grant- 
ing these figures to be correct, why 
the price of beef is not higher. In 
this regard it may be stated that the 
retail price of all meats in Canada to- 
day is approximately the same as in 
Great Britain. The average price of 
choice beef per pound live weight 
during 1914 at the leading western 
markets was: Choice gtevrs, Torogto, 
7.67 cents; Chicago, 9.33 cents; Mont- 
real, 6.62 cents; Winnipeg, 6.07 cents; 
Calgary, 6.94 cents, Whilst the retail- 
ers’ prices in the following cities were 
Sirloin steak, Montreal, 22.7 cents; 
Winnipeg, 26.8 cents; Regina, 28 
cents; Calgary, 8 cents, Medium 
chuck, Montreal, 18 cents; Winnipeg, 
18.8 cents; Regina, 18.4 cents; 
gary, 15 cents.

that the trouble has become chronic 
with us. No one can appreciate the 
need for more educaticn and demon- 
stration along this very line until he 
sees for himself the boxes of birds 
that come to city dealers Apart alto- 
gether from the ‘act that feed is 
scarce, any thrifty farmer or farmér’s 
wife would offer the most severe crit- 
icism if he or shs could see what we 
have seen. The Central Farmers’ 
Market of Winnipeg very wisely took 
a few specimens of poorly dressed 
birds and presented them before the 
delegates to the Grain Growers’ con- 
vention at Brandon. Every farmer 
and farmer's wife who saw them was 
astounished to think that any farmer 
would be foolish enough to ship such 
stuff to market. : 

Yet that exhibit was quite typical of 
hundreds of pounds of dressed poultry 
that come on our western markets. . 

There is no possible excuse for ship- 
ping birds that are so thin that no 
city family would take them as a 
gift. Some geese and turkeys come 
on the market that are smaller than 
médium sized ducks, and ducks are 
shipped that would not make a meal 
for two. Some cases of all classes 
of fowl come: to market half plucked, 
dirty, bloody and so thin that they 
can only be handled by restaurants 
for making pot pie. For this purpos? 
the price is naturally very low. It 
is really astonishing to see the miscr- 
able condition in which some farmers 
send their poultry to market. 

Now, who sends this poor trash? 
We know, as well as does the general 
public, that the thrifty farmer or 
farmer's wife would not think of ship- 
ping poultry to market before it was 
properly fattenéd, properly cleaned 
and dressed and presented in the best 
possible shape. If they had no grain 
to fatten them) they would keep them 
at home, and, if they wanted to know 
how to dress and pack them, they 
would find out rather than ship them 
in “any-old-shape.” Such stuff is ship- 
ped by the disinterested, uneducated 
farmer, the man who does not.take a 
farm paper and to whom the educa: 
tion afforded by our agricultural col- 
leges does not appeal. H@ does not

women from the United Kingdom to 
the dominions and a report on the 
distribution of sexes in various. parts 
of the empire, with special reference 
to the surplus of women in the British 
Isles available for emigration, by 
Dr. E. C. Snow. 

Dr. Snow, in the course of a paper 
on “The Magnitude of the ®opulation 
of England Available for Emigration,” 
recently read before the Royal Statis- 
tical Society, argued tlatp‘apart from 
mnilitary considerations, there practi- 
cally was no male population for emi- 
gration from England and Wales, but 
an appreciable number of unmarried 
women under; forty-five, perhaps as 
many as half a million, could be 
spared. In the interests of the future 
development of the dominions the pre- 
sent deficiency in the number of 
women emigrants should be rectified. 

The second section’ deals with 
communications. Among the contents 
are a memorandum by Mr. Charles 
Bright, the consulting engineer to 
the Commonwealth of Australia, and 
a statement of the views cf the Em- 
pire Press Uni6n on the subject of a 
state owned Atlantic cable.

It is not my habit to enter into a con- 
troversial correspondence in the columns

“only reply’? to the above attack. 

My purpose, Mr. Editor, will be fully 
served if 1 demonstrate to the satisfaction 
of your readers, that your anonymous 
correspondent cvolves his arguments from 
a basis which is founded on a complete 
ignorance of existing facts. 

A short while ago ‘‘ Paw,’’ through the 
medium of his ‘* gal,’’ propounded the 


question as to whether or not the boys 
chad read the ‘Prohibition Act.” | 

In the first place, | would like to point 
out that there is no such act in existence 
in Alberta, Paw evidently refers to the 
** Liquor Act.’’ Furthermore, what 


**Paw’’ later presumably dubs as the 
“Liquor Act,’’ is in reality known ay 
the ‘* Li 


na License Ondinance’’ (Cap. 
89, C.O.N,W.T). 


I would none the less, like to imform |} 
your correspondent that I have read the] ; 


Act he intended to refer to. I have read 
it carefully. Consequentiy I know that 
‘Paw’? himself has either not read it or 
else has. been unable to understand it. 
Under the *‘ Liquor Act,’’ ‘ vaw”’ will 
not be able todispateha week-end order, 
for his bottle of whisky or dozen of beer, 
to Calgary. (Sec. 23). 

This in ‘itself, Mr, Editor, suffices to 
show that our friend is in the habit of 
—to use a common expression—talking 
through his hat. 

The accusation is based upon 'the state- 
ment that the Act does not ‘‘ Prohibit,’’ 
but only regulates the liquor traffic. Then 
why thi fuss ? Surely a ‘‘ temperance 
man’’ will not object to any regulating 
measures! Now, an argument so puerile 
as this, is harJly worth consideration. 
However, for the benefit of ‘* Paw,’’ I 
will make the following statements about 
the Act? and am ready to. substantiate 
each one. 

1, The Act contains six absolutely 

, Prohibitory Clauses, 

2. The Act absolutely Prohibits the 
sale of liquor within the Pro- 
vince. (Sec. 23). 

3. The Act aholutely Prohibits the 
presence of liquor in any build- 
ing except private residencs and 
such manufacturing plants as 
ig Dominion Licenses, (Sec. 
24). 

4. The Act absolutely Prohibits a 
private residence to have on the 
premises more than one quart of 
distilled liquor and two gallons 
of malted liqaor, ‘This even has 
to be procared from without the 
Province. (Sec, 55). 

The only exceptions to the above occur 
in the use of liquor for Medical, Scientific 
and Sacramental purposes; and then 
only. through properly regulated non- 
profit hearing chanuels. 

If an Act of this natnre is not ‘‘ Pro- 
hibitory ’’ Legislation, I would like to 
know what ‘‘Paw’s’’ definition of ‘' Pro- 
hibition”’ is, Here again I venture to 
assert that your correspondent ig not
